Spirit of the Sword assures him: “I 
'fear you not, because you live to 
die.”’ Says the Spirit of the Reed: 


How long through ages, must 
you learn there are 
Two ways to live, and both are 
ways to dle. 

’ The banker-lieutenant then sees 
the vision of the poet, yet unborn, 
pledging himself to the Spirit of the 
Reed to die for his ideal, the peace 
and salvation of the world, if he 
may be privilewed to be born. To 
quote a few lines: “For me though 
many die * * * not all that think 
they would.”

N his new book Bertrand Russell 
| traces the various social move- 

ments calculated to bring freedom 
to the world. His title, “Proposed 
Roads to Freedom,” is well chosen. 
He gives a clear, concise and honest 
analysis of the history and doctrines 
of Socialism, anarchism, syndical- 
ism and similar movements. He 
points out the inherent weaknesses 
of these ideals. He turns to state 
Socialism and finds that it would 
bring in its train many evils, since 
it will not bring freedom to the 
world. 

Prof. Russell conceives the vari- 
ous social movements as attempts to 
Satisfy the age-long yearnings of 
man for real freedom. He concludes 
that Guild Socialism has the seeds 
in it of making a worth while human 
society. This movement contem- 
plates the division of power between 

instead of 
leaving complete control to either 
one or the other. If Guild Socialism 
adopts a “liberal policy toward those 
who prefer to work less than the 
usual number of hours at recognized 
occupations,” that they may devote 
themselves to art or other useful 
pursuits which may appeal to them, 
the author thinks it would make the 
best possible order of society con- 
ceivable at present, since it seems to 
him to be the best road to freedom.

F the seven short plays by Eu- 


OD rene O'Neill, which appear un- 


der the name, “The Moon of the 
Caribbees,”’ perhaps the best is “The 
Rope,” the only one which is about 
landsfolk. The others are plays of 
the sea and seaports, including ‘In 
the Zone,” which has been Played 
with success in a St. Louis vaudeville 
house. 

“The Rope” pictures a fanatical, 
bitter old man who keeps a noosed 
rope suspended in his home, that his 
vagabond son may hang himself on 
his return. His daughter, his Irish 
son-in-law and their feeble-minded 
child are the other characters, and 
the play ends in a genuine surprise 
of high dramatic quality. Its avail- 
ability for general stage use is per- 
haps, impaired by the abuse which 
the old man heaps on the church of 
which his son-in-law is an  un- 
worthy adherent. This, however, is 
not an essential part of the play. 

Other plays picture the seamy side 
of the sailor’s life, and the villainy 
of divekeepers in seaport towns. 
“The Long Voyage Home” its par- 
ticularly grim. (Boni & Liveright.) 
F marily for young people, ‘“‘Rain- 

bow Island,” by Edna A. Brown, 
is rather unusual in that it has two 
youngsters, a boy and a girl, shar- 
ing first interest honors with a 
young man and a young woman of 
the age of the usual romance. 

The scene is laid along the Maine 
coast at the time when the subma- 
rine was causing uneasiness alone 
the American shores. The story 
concerns a boy who is anxious to do 
something to serve his country, but 
who on account of his youth, fs de- 
nied the privilege, until something 
happens in an unexpected manner. 
Then he serves in a way that sur- 
prises him as much as he expects it 
to surprise others. 

The plot is ingenious and leaves 
an element of mystery and suspicion 
that is not cleared until the closing 
chapter. The story is simply and 
charmingly told and there is an ele- 
ment of loyalty and patriotism in it 
that will appeal to readers of all 
ages and to both sexes. (Lothrop, 
Lee & Shepard Co.)

Why Commuters Were Left. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

T have read the letters addressed to 
you by Messrs. Raleigh McCormick and 
Albert P. McPherson, jn your issues of 
July 8 and 9, both of which appeared in 
the “Letters From the People” column. 

In connection with the request made 
‘by the War Department on June 4 that 
the use of railroad equipment for excur- 
sions and recreation purposes be limited to 
absolute minimum during the months of 
June and July, because of the expected 
heavy movement of troops from France, 
a report received from the troop move- 
ment section of the Railroad Administra- 
tion shows that during the month of June 
a total of 342,686 men were returned 
from overseas service, 92,780 of these 
men arriving during the last week in 
June. During the week ended July 7 
there arrived a total of 90,084 men} 

The War Department estimated ar- 
rivals during the month of June would 
be 875.000 men, which was reduced to 
842,686 men by the actual figures. The 
arrivals for the two-week period ended 
July 7 by days follow: June 24, 3315; 25, 
9667; 26, 14,811; 27, 24,035; 28 and 28, 
18,378; 30, 23,174; July 1, 1613; 2, 8119, 
$, 6839; 4, 12,276; 6 and 6, 36,742; 7, 
26,495. 

In addition, there were three ships car- 
rying 5420 men due July 4 which have 
not yet arrived. The dally flow of arriv- 
als is not steady, owing to the uncertainty 
of water transportation, which makes it 
necessary for the railroads to anticipate 
the maximum dally arrivals and handle 
them on short notice. 

In accordance with instructions of the 
Director-General, and upon the urgent re- 
quest of the Secretary of War that the 
movement of troops should have prefer- 
ence at all times and particularly that 
excursions should not be permitted to in- 
terfere with such prompt movement, it 
was found necessary to requisition from 
the railroads, effective June 23, approxi- 
mately 40 per cent additional coaches 
over those then in use, in order to meet 
the War Department's dates promptly for 
the movements. These dates have been 
met without exception. 

In this connection it is to be noted that 
there were approximately 200 special 
traing operated from the ports alone from 
July 1 to 4, inclusive. While arranging 
to fully comply with the request of the 
War Department that excursion trains 

it be permitted to interfere with return- 
ng troops from overseas, constant ef- 
forts were made over the Fourth of July 
to handle the regular heavy travel taking 
place at that time. 

, In addition to the movements from the 
Past to 4émobilizations camps, there are 
in progress numerous other troop move- 
ments throughout the entire United 
States, including daily movement of dis- 
men, which require use of much 
passenger equipment at other times avail- 
able for public service.

A local agreement in which the Building Trades Coun- 
cil is represented on the one hand and large financial 
and contracting interests on the other provides for 
ending delays due in the past to many trivial causes in 
construction work. Under the agreement workers must 
be employed who are affiliated with the council, which 
will adjust disputes without cessation in building. After 
all precautions insuring the employment of union men 
have been taken, the erection of large structures has 
heretofore been attended with vexatious and costly de- 
lays, due to no reason more serious than disputes over 
the jurisdiction of different unions.

HE thing which Japanese states- 

men have learned through bitter 

experience and for good reason, to 
dread is happening in China.

erything Japanese is heing organized | 
throughout the country, and has, ac-' 
cording to the latest advices, already) 
reached formidable proportions. The! 
movement is, of course, a _ protest. 


ence in giving ‘to Japan the economic 
rights in the Province of Shantung, and 
it is, as far as Japan is concerned, per- | 
haps the most effective protest that 
China could make. Four years ago, 
when Japan had had her will on China, | 
and had successfully forced upon her 
her notorious twenty-one demands at 
the point of an ultimatim, China, | 
weighed down under the tremendous load | 
of attempting to organize her huge do-,| 
minions, found herself stripped, where 
Japan was concerned, of all weapons, 
save one, namely, the boycott. This one, 
however, she seized, and proceeded 
to use to much purpose. There was no 
public proclamation of any kind, of 
course. Very little, indeed, was said. 
about it. The boycott just began, but, be- | 
fore very long, it was so thorough and 
far-flung that it struck something very 
like panic into the hearts of the mer-. 
chants of Tokyo and the shippers of 
Nagasaki. 

In these circumstances it is scarcely 
to be wondered at if Japan today is 
considerably exercised over the news 
from China. Whether the present boy-| 
cott is as thorough as the one instituted | 
four years ago it is impossible to say. | 
It is, however, certainly much more open. | 
The Chinese people themselves are ap- 
parently quite unafraid of consequences 
The latest dispatches from Shanghai and 
elsewhere tell of a tremendous display of 
pesters, bills, cartoons and _  stenciled 
characters calling on the Chinese to place 
“a complete embargo on Japanese prod-,| 
ucts.” Japanese crockery contributed by. 
agitators is strung up along the electric. 
posts carrying labels on which are writ-| 
ten such legends as ‘“‘These are made in) 
Japan; don’t buy them!” “Take me back | | 
to Japan; no home for me here!” and | 
“Distinguish me from your own prod- | 
ucts!” Here is a change in tactics in-| 
deed. Whatever else may be said of it, | 
there is evidently to be no effort at con- | 
cealment this time. |

from being confined to the mere matter 
of buying Japanese goods, or, rather, not. 
buying them. Japanese shipping com- 
panies trading with China are already in| 
serius difficulties. According to the com- | 
pradore of one Japanese shipping com- 
pany in Shanghai, the entire clientele of | 
Chinese have forsaken his company: | 
whilst at Ningpo a Japanese steamer was 
forced to return to Nagasaki with a ship- 
load of coal because the local coolies 
would not unload the cargo, despite the 
fact that every inducement fn the way of 
higher wages was held out to them. Even. 
among the humblest coolie class the!

Japan did not learn her 
lesson in 1915. She may not learn it to- 
day, but sooner or later, she will be 
forced to learn that no amount of ma- 
terial efficiency is sufficient to safeguard 
an unrighteous policy from failure.
